for 10. or 11, Shillings the Buſhell : In which Scarcity , 
though Londen and the places adjacent, were plentifully 
ſupplyed with Corn from beyond the Seas: Some hun- 
dred thouſand Quarters of French Wheat, being broug ht 


in, yet remoter parts of the Nation ſuffered very conſidera- 


bly, but more eſpecially the Weſt; parti by 
thin Harveſt there the other Vear, anch.
